He Cries ‘Forward!* 

BARIS, Aug. 1.—Captain Francis 
6. Leany, of Lawrence, Mass.,';form¬ 
erly an orderly with General Persh¬ 
ing’s staff In the Philippines, has been 
killed in Fere Forest. 

A splinter of shell was^ driven 
through his back,comlng'out*of,hls 
chest. He staggered, but held up his 
head and turning to Lieutenant Han¬ 
son, next In command, said : 

“Lieutenant Hanson, the order Is 
‘Forward!’ ” 


In the fierce fighting in 
Fere Forest, a splinter 
of ‘shell suddenly found 
his brave heart. Stag¬ 
gering, mortally wound¬ 
ed, yet with his head 
held high, he turned ta 
the fighting man next in 
command with these 
words: “Lieutenant* the 
order is 'Forward!' 

Could the voices of our 
million fighting men 
send one splendid clar¬ 
ion call, one ringing 
message of encourage¬ 
ment across the sea to
